WASHINGTON, Dec 
14 —A world , 


conference to discuss economic and 
financial readjustments will be called 
within 90 davs after the adjournment] 
of the present armament conference, 
according to the beliefs pi ev ailing to- 
day and expressed by influential Eu- 
ropean statesmen now in Washington 
Their beliefs are shared toy tfome 
high officials of the Harding adminis- 
tration 


Whether the proposed 
conference 


will be held in Washington, m London 
or in Paris remains to be determined; 
but the view is held that one of the 
three capitals will witness tie assem- 
bly of the world's leading financial 
and economic figures before March 1. 


Strong pressure is being brought to 


bear 
upon President Harding and 


members of his cabinet to call the 
conference in Washington 
Foreign 


vistors now here have gone so far as 
lo impress upon American 
officials 


that the success of such a conference 
depends largely on America taking the 
initiative in calling it. 


It is pointed out that nowhere else 


in the world could the present Wash- 
ington conference have been success- 
ful, and they have urged upon admin- 
istration 
officials 
that, if President 


Harding wall go one step further and 
call a financial congress, American 
-prest^e and American resourcefulness 


i-lll carry it to the same successful 
rinmation 
' 


The foreign visitors frankly believe 


such a conference should be held in 
Washington—as far removed from old 
world animosities. Thus far adminis- 
tration officials have refused to com- 
mit themselves. 
They have listened 


attentively, even sympathetically, to 
the proposals that have been made in- 
foimally, but have said little 
Presi- 


dent Harding informed at least two 
European statesmen who approached 
him that he was giving the matter 
no consideration until the present con- 
ference is adjourned 
i 


The end of the Washington confer- 


ence is now in sight. Unless all signs 
fail the conference will be out of 
Washington by new year's, and it will 
then rest with the administration as 
to whether Europe's request will be 
heeded. 


If President Harding does not take 


the initiative Lloyd George will, and 
•with much less chances for success. 
Regardless of who calls the confer- 
ence American participation in it is 
regarded as certain. 
By the time the 


present conference is ended the ad- 
ministration hopes to have the foreign 
funding bill passed by congress, which 
will put into the executive's hands 
the power to arrange a settlement of 
the $ll,000,otfo,000 which Europe owes 
{he United States 


Influential members of the adminis- 


tration are convinced that America 
cannot 
escaped 
participation, 
they 


merely point to the unsettled state of 
foreign Indebtedness and the fact that 
America's foreign trade has shrunk 
100 per cent since the war ended as 
twin proofs that American interests 
re too vital to permit staying out. 
According to the views of European 


visitors, as expressed to members of 
the 
administration, the conference 


•would deal generally with four press- 
ing problems 


First—German reparations. 
Second—Foreign indebtedness 
Third — Stabilization of exchange 


rates. 


Fourth—Tariffs. 
The root of the whole situation is 


in the first two problems, according 
to Europe's spokesmen 
Once settle 


these two problems, get them on a 
stable basis, so the governments can. 
figure on the future with some degree 
of certainty, they believe that the rest 
of the -world's economic ills will be 
•well on the road to cure. 


In this connection it has been sug- 


gested informally here that the pay- 
ment of German reparations and all 
foreign loans be arbitrarily put off 
five years to afford to the govern- 
ments concerned a breathing spell 


The distinct coldness with which 


American officials have received such 
suggestions looking to cancellation of 
Indebtedness has effectually stopped, 
hints of this character
